(Currently Amended) The Aapparatus (44 as claimed in claim 2, characterized in 
fe at it is provided with farther comp rising displacing means (3^7) for displacing the dispensing 
means (2) and the layer of nanocrystalline material relative to each other in lateral horizontal 
direction of the dispensing means (2),

that wherein the displacing means comprise a carrier (3) displaceable in horizontal direction 
relative to the dispensing means (2) for carrying &{i4 and displacing a layer of nanocrystalline 
material in lateral direction relative to the dispensing means (2).
